T h e speaker was a traveling sales­ 
man whose name is known In every 
pottery in the city, and whose reputa­ 
tion will stand as well as any. 
Ile is 
a progressive traveler, who keeps his 
eye upon every indicator of trade, and 
is 
an 
authority 
whose 
keenness 
would make him noted lf he but dis­ 
played It to ttie world as h e d t d t o a 
reporter last night. 
Asked lf he 
could account for this hold of the 
British, he aet tied himself well In bls 
chair, and said: 
"T he 
imiHtrters 
know 
th a t the 
American 
m anufacturers have de­ 
cided to work every corner of the 
trade in order to keep their factories 
in operation, and realize a little on 
the money they have Invested. 
They 
are as smooth as glass In business tao 
tics, having had long and excellent 
experience when th e m arket was In 
the hands of th e Americans, and they 
are us tricky as any fox you ever saw. 
Of course, you know the white gran­ 
ite compact have a book which gives 
the name of every dealer in the coun­ 
try. 
T he com m ittee who arc respon 
slble for th a t book knew their busi­ 
ness, aud the classification of crockery 
m erchants is the best th e salesmen 
tiave ever had. T h e jobbers are placed 
In a certain class, the retailers are In 
another, the smaller dealers in a n ­ 
other, and the smallest are unclassi­ 
fied. 
T he different 
discounts are 
given 
because of 
th e am ount of 
patronage, and the system has been 
found em inently satisfactory, since it 
follows out the plan of th e m erchant, 
practiced every day In every town of 
the world. 
If you buy a big bill you 
are likely to get a little off if the busi­ 
ness man is generous. 
T he salesmen 
for the Importers are working this 
among the dealers for all It Is worth. 
They Aud two crockery stores on a 
street-Onc dealer handles nothing but 
crockery and buys a lot being among 
the firms listed Til*- other fellow sells 
groceries and a little ware, perhaps 
only keeping it to p l e a s e some of his 
country customers. 
An im porter’s 
salesman comes along, and tells the 
small dealer th a t his name is not In 
th e American list, th a t they are dis­ 
crim inating against him, and he can 
not buy ware at the prices accorded 
his neighbor. 
T hen they have a neat 
little speech which shows th e enor­ 
mity of this crime, painting it In col­ 
ors th a t makes It appear as bad as 
murder. 
Then th a t m erchant not 
only swears th a t he will never buy 
American goods again, b ut he thinks 
the importer has done him a great ser­ 
vice, and leaves an order to show his 
gratitude. 
T h a t is not square busi­ 
ness. 
If your m erchants .here did a 
business of th a t kind the whole town 
would be down on them In a week 
T h a t Is bow the foreigners have cap­ 
tured the little trade, and are keeping 
It too. 
They are selling w hite ware 
a t ruinous prices, and yet making 
more money than they have in many 
years. 
You should see how the sales­ 
men smile when they see th e Ameri­ 
cans waiting around the hotels in tile 
cities. 
They know their advantage. 
A nother advantage th e importers 
have is in the num ber of salesmen 
they employ. I presume th a t this pro­ 
portion Is about six to one. 
Don't un­ 
derstand me as meaning th a t the New 
York and Boston importers employ 
these men, for they do not. 
The 
majority 
are 
working 
for jobbing 
houses in different parts of the coun­ 
try. 
T 
h e y can make more money sell­ 
ing foreign ware, and they push it to 
the front- 
Then it means th a t there 
are six 
salesmen 
condensing, 
yes, 
damning American ware, where one 
is upholding it. T his may seem rather 
strange, bu t It is true, and every 
salesman in Liverpool will tell you the 
same thing. 
I t is not the lack of 
merit th a t make American crockery a 
drug on the m arket. 
I l l s this con­ 
tem ptible business method I spoke of. 
I have heard the salesmen of Im port­ 


i n g houses acknowledge th a t Liver­ 
pool makes the finest and best selling 
shapes in the world. They know there 
is no use trying to get around it, and 
they acknowledge the corn.
